St. Louis, March 22.— At 3:10 o'clock 
yesttniay afternoon a report reached 
St. Louis that an explosion had occarred 
in the works of the Laclede Fire Brick 
companj at Cheltenham, ten bting 
killed aiid many injtired. An alam of 
fire brought out «nginp« from the near- 
est stations. There being no flames to 
combat, ttif fircmeii as8iHte<l in the worit 
of rescue. But even the continued efforts 
of the firemen and the surviving em- 
ployes did not snfBoe to relsass ths in- 
jured and dying from thsir ierpan nn- 
til tbey had snflered for honrs. 

After the second detonation— for there 
were two enilosioos following in quick 
Bucceeaion— il was stated that one of the 
firemen of the boiler plaint was missing. 
This soon prored to be a mistake, though 
his comrades were kiUed. 

For a long time after the first two 
bodies were removed the men work"d iu 
silence, clearing away the debris. Mean- 
while the wounded were groaning and 
imploring those that were free to save 
them, bnt the work was of necessity 
painfully slow, and by reason of the 
manner in which the debris had fallen, 
many of the dead were rescued before 
the wounded could be relieved. 

The following were killed in the ex- 
plosion: 

Joe Beckley, an Englishman, brick- 
layer apprentice, who had bean in this 

country only a short time. 

John EhiBuchy, machinist 

Larry Huzzy, laborer. 

R. Diediike. lalxtrT. 

Morgan Iiiiniin, lalx)rer, and Juhu 
Zeper, fireiiiiin, are fatally injured. 

John Sweeter, one of the firemen, was 
taken from t)ie ruins after 4 o'<rlock 
and sent to the ho.spitf.l. He wa.s 
Crushed about the heml, bad limbs 
l^roken, and was scalded and internally 
injured. He will die. 

The boilers w^hii h exploded had just 
been put iu operation yesterday morn- 
ing. They were of the most approved 
iiattt ru aini workmanship, and had been 
f ln>iouglily tested hist Satnrday after- 
noon. They were in cliniue of f.\iieri- 
enced engineers, and no e.xcii.-io ran be 
given for the accident. 

The los.>< will be confined to the boiler 
house and battery, tlie builiiiii^r where 
the e.xiilosion occurred bein^j detached 
from all others. 

The work of rescue ceased at 5 o'clock, 
it being the l>elief that all thf TkMms 
aad been tuken out.

Sherman is not a candidate for the 
presidenoy nor will he permit the ass 
of his name by any of his friends in that 

connection," said the Hon. William 
Hahn, chairman of the Ohio Republican 
state committee, in reply to an inquiry 
as to the attitude of tne Ohio senator on 
the presidential question. 

Senator Sherman himself said sub- 
sequently, -that he was not and would 
not under any circumstances be a can- 
didate. 

There was a time when the Ohio 
•tatesinan would have been glad of the 
opportunity to be the sfamdard bearer of 
hu party, but that da^ has passed, and 
his most intimate fnenda say that the 
presidency has no charms for nim. Cer- 
tainly no man is in a better position to 
speak for the senator than Mr. Haha. 
Among the Republicans of the Ohio del- 
egation there is not a single member 
who gives utterance to the thought that 
Senator Sherman is being evaa ooaatd- 
ered as a remote ix'>ssibility. 

"Who will be the nominee of the 
party at Minneauolis'/ Who will l>e 
called to make this fight and be tha 
choice of the delegates from Ohio ?" 

"The delegates from Ohio," replied 
Mr. Hahn, "will go to the conveutiou 
nninstructed. The i>eople of Ohio are 
for Harrison, and the delegates will be 
for him also, unless something happens 
that renders it necessary for them to 
change for some other man. Whether 
that change shall come or not does not 
rest with them. If the delegates from 
the close states show to the satisfaction 
of the Ohio delegates that Mr. Harrison 
cannot carry these doubtful or close 
states, and the l>est interests of the party 
demand that some stronger man shor.id 
be nominated, tlim 1 can safely say that 
the delegates from my state would be 
for (iovernor .\U Kin ley. He is the great 
exponent of protective jK)licy of the par- 
ty, and if Mr. Harri.son is not the nropor 
then he beiames the logical candidate, 
but Jas I have said the responsibility for 
seeking sucii a change must c(.>nie trom 
the other states and must be shown to 
be a matter of imperative necessity.

Bepreaentative (MtH be6l«d tq> In the 

House at Frankfort yesterday morning 
with another resolution. He wants the 
Auditor to inform the Hoaaa aa tethe 
aalariea paid Circuit, Chancery, Criminal 
and Common Pleas Judges, etc.; how 
much is paid Special Judges and Com- 
monweaUh Attorneys, etc. He wanted 
to know if litigation is increasing or de- 
creasing, and whether, if the three-fourths 
verdict should be adopted, it would en- 
tail additional ooat on the Bute.
